eral had passed a fftirly well day and was 
resting nicely. The chanj're from better to 
worse was rapid, and at 11 o'clock the dis- 
tinguished ox-president had passed away. 
The lirst intelligence was received when 
Webb C. Hayes came down town and 
quietly announced that his father had just 
died. 


Ex"President Hayes was brouKht hr*e 
last Saturday auliering from an attaciw of 
rheumatiHm of the heart, with which he 
had been strickon at Cleveland. It was 
the sect)nd attack of the kind he had re- 
ceived -vvithin two weeks, and although 
his condition was regarded as somewhat 
^rious and excited tlie alarm of his fam- 
ily, the encouragement given them by Dr. 
Hillwiit, tho family physician, led them to 
believe that the patient would soon re- 
cover. 


For this reason all knowledge of the ex- 
preaident's illness was kept from the pub- 
lic, and the fact that he was suffering from 
heart trouble did not become known until 
Monday, 


While Dr. Hilbest remained almost con- 
stantly at the distinguished patient's bed- 
side, no alarming symptoms appeared un- 
til after dark, when he became rapidly 
worse, and sank gradually and peacefully 
into eternal rest, Uis son, Webb C, Hayes, 
and hisdaughter, Fanny, were with him at 
the end, 


THE EX-PKESIDKNT»S CABEEn. 


DittiugrulhTied Hravory In Battle That Won 
Ilim Iminortul Honors. 
After his retirement from the White 
House Mai-ch 4, 1881, ex-President Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes was heard of but seldom. 
Occasionally he attended a Grand Army 
reunion, and he was a prominent ilgure at 
the Columbian celebration and banquet in 
Now York city Oct. 13-14, 
He was 


always present at the annual meetings of 
tho board of trustees of the Peabody fund, 
of which all ex-presidents are members. 
But beyond these modest functions Mr. 
Hayes remained in absolute retirement at 
his home in l?'remont, O., up to the time of 
his death. 


Mr. Hayes' career furnishes- one of the 
most interesting chapters in the political 
history of tho United tttates. He was born 
in Delaware, O., Oct. 4, 1833, bis father 
having died the preceding July, He was 
graduated with honor fi-om Kenyon col- 
lege, Ohio, in August 184:2, attended Har- 
vard law school lor a little over a year, and 
was admitted to tho bar in 1846. In No- 
vember, 1818, his health l)eing somewhat 
impaired, he went to^ Texas for the winter»

large, but bo rron considerable reputation 
as a prosecutor in criminal cases. 


During all t he years he was in Cincin- 
nati no one soems to have taken a deep in- 
terest in him, and when he became a sub- 
ject of national inquiry Cincinnati could 
hiniish no reminiscences of him. Tho gen 
eral expression of the old citiKen "Was, 
'*Ycs, he was city solicitor, and I know 
him, but that's all." He was quiet, studi- 
ous and rather reticent. Ho did not, says 
dno who luiew him, "talk about a matter 
und arrive at cono.luaions. When the com- 
ically had UUked for an hour he would sud- 
denly break out with a statement, and that 
wiis his final judgment-on the matter. If 
we had biicn a.<ikcd to pick the future presi- 
dent out of all the young professionals of 
Cincinnati, not one of us would have 
named Mr. Hayes." 


It may also be added that of all tho 
stories told about the boyhood of great 
men and the predictions as to their future 
not one is told of tho boy Hayes. He grev/ 
like a hardy apple of the far north, a geni- 
tan or a russet, ripening with extreme de- 
liberation. 


On Dec. 30,1853, he married Miss Lucy 
Ware Webb, daughter of Dr: James Webb, 
a physician of high social standing in Chil- 
licothe. Of their eight children four sons 
and one daughter reached maturity. Mrs. 
Hayes was noted for her devotion to sick 
and wounded soldiers during the war, and 
to temperance and public charities in 
peace. Her refusal to have wine served in 
the \\1iite House during her sway there 
gave ker a world wide fame, and for that 
a^^tion she recdved many testimonials of 
esteem both from Europe and America. 


Under the first call for troops by Presi- 
dent Lincoln tho literary club of which 
Mr. Hayes was a member organized a com- 
pany, and he was elected captain, and on 
the 7th of June following the governor of 
Ohio commissioned him major of 
the 
Twenty-third regiment Ohio infiuitry. 


It is both amufciing and instructive to go 
over the roll of this regiment and note bow 
many future great men were concealed in 
It under such modest titles as Colonels W. 
6. Rosecrans and James M, Com lay, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Stanley Matthews, Lieuten- 
ant William McKinley, Jr., and others. 
Here, too, we' find evidence that though 
Major Hayes had been reticent in conversa- 
tion he had acquired quite a reputation as 
a speaker, for it was latgely on account of 
his ability as an orator iiv tousing popular 
patriotism-that he reiieived his. commij»- 
sion. 


At this late day, too, one can afford to 
smile at the wild confiision of the times- 
recruits pouring into Columbus ten times 
as fast as tents could be provided, the raw 
adjutant general "flying about like a sud- 
denly beheaded hen," and everybody blam- 
ing Governor Dennison, who frankly con- 
fessed tliat he "did not know a field officer 
from a grand marshal," and handed over 
nil his military power to the suddenly cre- 
ated major general, George B. McClellan. 
Suffice it that Major Hayes' regiment got 
into Wast Virginia in July and did splen- 
did service there. 


He was judge advocate for a sho t time, 
was commissioned lieutenant colonel Oct, 
24, 1861, and gi^tly distinguished himself 
at tho biiLLlc of South Mountain. Oct. 14, 
16ii3. where ho was severely wounded. Soon 
after ho became colonel of the regiment,. 
and as such particularly 
distinguished 
himself in many movements and battles. 
He led i\ desperate charge on Cloyd moun- 
tain, and at the first battle of Winchester 
won the applause of tho whole army. 
But 
it >yiis at tbe second battle of Winchester, 
Sept. li), 18t)4. that he won immortal honors. 


There he led an assault across a morass, 
and his horse having mired he cliarged on 
fiiot, and though but forty or fifty men fol- 
lowed BO cloho as to keep up with him this 
squiid capiured a battery which had been 
deemed perfectly secure. Again at L'iiJi- 
er's Hill and Cedar Creek he pei'forraed 
prodigies of valor. 
His commission as 
brigadier general soon ariived, and on 
March 13, 1805. ho was made brevet briga- 
dier general "for gallant and distinguished 
services." In tbe meantime ho had been 
elected to con^jress from a Cincinnati dis- 
trict. 


It was on this occasion that ho made his 
famous retort. A friend having written to 
him to come home iu the fall of 18(54 and 
canvass tho district, ho answered with a 
rather sharp reproof, ending with this sen- 
tence; "An officer fit for duty who at this 
crisis would abandon his post to electioneer 
for a seat in congress ought to bo scalped." 
He was re-elected in IbtMJ, but his two terms 
in congress were uneventful. He voted 
with his party throughout, except on 
some minor resolutions on finance. In 
view of his subsequent prominence as a 
"prompt resumptionist," it is rather sin^ 
gular that these votes indicated an oppo- 
sition to strong measures leading toward 
resumption, 


In 1WS7 he was nominated by the Repu]> 
licans for governor of Ohio and was elected. 
No election of that era excited more aston- 
ishment, The state had long been over- 
wiielmingly Republican, the majorities 
ranging above 4U,0f.iU for some years, yet at 
the lirst election after tho soldiers came 
home, with a phenomenally largo vote, the 
highly honored general had less than 8,000 
majority over Alien G, Tiiurinan, and tho 
legialature was earned by the Deijiocrats. 
ThiU. body chose Judge Thurman for the 
L'nitiid States senate. 


Govci'uor Hayes was ro-elected in 1809, 
this time by over 7,OuO majority, lie had 
now become the exponent of advanced 
"hard money" views, and on the platform 
of prompt resumption he mado his thii-d 
campaign fur governor in 1^375, recei\ ing 
about 5,5UU majority niter a campaign of 
almost unprocedentt^ \ igor on both sides. 
In the meantime he had run for congress 
iu 1873 and been dcfeatijd by somo l,5tKi ma- 
jority, and httd iu 
rcA'ii'iid from pubUc 


life and" .settled at Fnnnont, 0, Soon after 
he came into pns<ie.sHion of tho large ostato 
of his uncle, Silas Bii-chard, which further 
conlirmed him iu his resointion to lead a 
private life, and he only yieldiHl in 1875 to 
the most earncsfc solicitations of tho Re< 
publicans. 


Of his presidential campaia:!! in ISTG little 
need be .said. His usual "luok of getting 
thereby very narrow mai-yins" followed 
him. 


In financial alTairs his administration 
was an unequnlilicd succcss. It was liis 
good fortune to become pt'c-qidi^nt just at 
tho time when panic and depression were 
giving way to "bettor timc.s." Seven yejirs 
of unexfimplod doticit in tho crops of west- 
ern Europe and equally unexampled good 
crops in tho United States made there- 
sumption of spccie payments possible. Tho 
exports of grain in one year of his adminis- 
tration exceeded tho ton yoar average before 
the war, and one year's import of gold 
were greater than all tho pre\ious gold im- 
ports since the administration of JamosK, 
Polk. 


The exports of wheat alone for the ten 
years torminating with June, lasi (only 
four mouths after President Hayes re- 
tired), exceeded all preceding wheat ex- 
ports since the country was settled. Provi- 
dence had indeed come to the aid of tbe 
country, and President Hayes and his able 
finance minister, John Sherman, had the 
nerve to seize the opportunity. 


Mrs. Hayes died in Fremont in 1889. On 
tho day of her funeral thousands of per- 
sons, many of them in the humbler walks 
of life, came from tho surrounding country 
to pay the last tribute of respect to her 
who had been so universally beloved. From 
early morning until the hour set for the 
obsequies an unending stream of visitors 
poured in through the front door of the 
homestead to take a farewell look at the 
face of the benevolent but decided woman 
who had passed away. 


Ths death of Mrs. Hayes was a sad blow 
to the ex-president. 
He, more than the 
average man, valued the advice and re- 
upected the judgment of his wife, but he 
accepted tho blow ^vithout murmuring and 
resignedly resumed the even tenor of his 
life, 


Mr. Hayes was a man of great benevo- 
lence, but he was so unostentatious iu dis- 
pensing charity that few persons, except 
the benoficiaries. ever knew of his good 
deeds. His home on the outskirts of Fre- 
mont is known as Spiegel Grove, and here 
for many years there has been dispensed a 
hospitality which, while almost prodigal iu 
its generosity, was never obtrusive or 
showy. The ex-president's daughter. Miss 
Fanny Hayas, proyided over the affairs of 
the household after tho death of her 
mother. 


A Noted ArtUfc Doad.

Frick, but ai-e preparing for a 
more desperate fifttempt to force from their 
employers higher wages and easier regular 
tions. The coming strike will be operated 
by a more thorough orjL':anizatiou of the
